Melancholy, grief. or agitation was then 
on all faces. Cabinet officers passed hurriedly in 
and out, physicians avoided inquiry as much as 
possible, or gave but brief answers, while the 
ante-room was crowded with people anx- 
ious fér the slightest information concerning 
the President's condition. Mounted messengers 
were starting from the oan House door on a 


*gullop, slackening as they approached the gate, 


and drawing up there a moment or two until 
the crowd which thronged the walk gave way, 
when they whipped up their horses and 

WENT CLATTERING DOWN THE STREET. 
Lookingfrom the White House windows, one 
might catch through the foliage a glimpse of a 
blue uniform or the flash of bayonets. To-day 
all this is changed. The crowd has disappeared 
from around the gates, and at times only the 
sentry is pacing the walk dy the en- 
trance. Passers-by on the way to or 
from cburch linger a moment to read the last 
bulletin, or perhaps to address a few words to 
the guard. Any one going up the iong winding 
walk leading from the gate to the White House 
sees afew troops stretched on the long, soft 
grass, napping in the shade, while the arms are 
stacked near by. A little to one side the officer 

is sitting in his shirt sleeves and reading. He 
bes tilted hie chair against one of the trees, 


and, as he draws an occasional whiff from his 
cigar, he seems 

LUXURIOUSLY COOL AND COMFORTABLE. 
The lone grasses wave in the light breeze and 
the leaves rustie melodiously, while occasionally 
the soft lowing of the famous Alderney and the 
sizzing of the fire-engines Come from bebind 
the house. The large hall where throughout the 
week newspaper men and local politicians might 
be seen almost at any time of the day or night 
standing in little groups discussing the situa- 
tion was deserted. The first thing which met 
the view on ascending was one of the numerous 
cooling machines which’ dave deen sent 
for trial from all parts of the coun- 
try. Last Sunday when the correspondent 
entered the waiting-room he saw scores of 
anxious inquirers,—among them Postmaster- 
General James, whose usual good spirits bad 
utterly failed. But to-ddy he was chatting 
cheerfully with Mr. Brown, the President's sec- 
retary. Then he sat down at one of the desks 
and wrote 

A CHEERING LETTER TO A FRIEND 
in New York. Secretary Lincoln came in a mo- 
ment later, just as Secretary Windom passed 
out of the Cabinet room. 

„ Well, Mr. Windom,” said Secretary Lincoln, 
1 can see by your face that you’ ve heard good 
news.’ 

“ Why, of course he has, . put in Gen. 
James, looking up from his writiag. the Presi- 
dent passed the best night he has had since he 
was shot.“ 

„And he’s gained strength, too,” added Mr. 
Windom, as he passed out. 

Gen. Swaim left the sick-room for a few mo- 
mentsat about noon. While the General was 
conversing with a friend in the ante-rvom, Sec- 
retary Blaine happened to come in. Before en- 
tering the Cabinet- room, be stopped to talk 
with Gen. Swaim. 

„How eis the President this morning? was 
Mr. Blaine’s first question. 

“HE SEEMS MORE COMFORTABLE 
than any time since the shooting,“ replied Gen. 
Swaim. 

Die he pass a good night?” 

He slept at one time three hoursona stretch, 
which is, I believe, the longest nap he bas had. 
When he woke up he called for some water. I 
gave him a sip, and almost immediately after- 
wards he was napping again.“ 

“I hope,“ continued Mr. Blaine, “that you 
manage to keep him quiet?“ 

Well, we try our best, but sometimes he gets 
ahead of us. He condenses his sentences won- 
derfully, occasionally into two or three words, 
so that he gets through before we can even cau- 
tion bim against talking.” 

“I suppose,” said Mr. Blaine, that's what 
you mean when you say he gets ahead of you 
all?’ 

“ Yes, and he knows it too. Once when he had 
condensed some sentence into @ couple of words, 
and we began to tell him he must not talk, ae 
said bantermgly. 

‘WHY, I GOT THROUGH LONG AGo.’” 

After Secretary Blaine entered the Cabinet- 
room Gen. Swaim said to your representative 
that the President often spoke of himself in the 
third person. He seems to feel,“ continued 
the General, “that James A. Garfield and the 
President of the Unked States are two different 
men.“ 

Does it seem to you that the responsibility ot 
his public position, and the feeling that a nation 
is watching him and praying for him as children 
watch and pray for a father, must strengthen 
his physical and mental powers? 

Here Gen. Swaim looked at Bis watch, and, see- 
ing that he had been away from the sick cham- 
ber a few minutes, he burried back to the duties 
be and Col. Rockwell have discharged so deli- 
cately and conscientiously ever since the Presi- 
dent was strickea down. Col. Rockwell took 
advantage of Gen. Swaim’s return to leave the 
sick-room for a short while. When your rep- 
resentative questioned him gard to 

THE PRBSIDENT’S 
he replied: 

“Well, he’s the most wonderful patient Ive 
ever seen or heardof. You can imagine how 
fretful a strong man laying prostrate on his 
back for over a week might become, but the 
President preserves his temper, and, so far, I 
have not heard a complaining word from him. 
Whatever he says is cheerf ul, and he often 
speaks in a bantering tone.’ 

“Do you think he realizes the gravity of his 
injuries,—the dangers he has passed through 
and those he must meet“ 

He certainly does. He is sure to ask the 
physicians some time during the day how thev 


think he is getting along, and I believe he is al- 
‘ways fully informed by them.“ 


Has he said anything this morn ingto indicate 
that he feels himself improved?“ 

“Yes. His first remark on awakening from 
one of his naps was, 

IAM FEELING BETTER THIS MORNING,’ ” 
Does he talk much about public affair2?” 
He does not, but he would if we let bim.“ 
„Has he ever told you that his mind was busy 

with them?“ 

He began once to talk of some local affairs, 
and when 1 told him he must keep quiet he re- 
plied: Mr. Rockwell, I can't help talking. My 


mind seems to me like a kaleidoscope, so many 
things are passing through it as I lie here. I 
can't keep them in there, it would get so crowded 
and jumbicd.’”’ 

Do you think he has gained strength? 

„should judge so from bis remark that he 
was feeling better. and from the fact that he 
has moved his arms around a good deal more.“ 

Is he cheerful? ’”’ 

“Remarkably so. Once this morning he 
turned to me and asked with asmile. Woll. 
Rockwell, is the great public eye on me this 
morning? 

At this point 

HARRY GARFIELD, 
who looked bappier thun during the past few 
days, entered the Cabinet-room, and Col. Rock- 
well followed him. 

When Steward Crump approached the bedside 
this morning the President asked. W eli, Billy, 
how is your able assistant this morning? 
= hom do you mean, Mr. President?“ asked 

“Why, I mean the cow, Billy,” he said 
pieasantly. 

When he had sippea the milk he said, “ Billy, 
she ought to have a diploma ora medal.”’ 

“Mr. President,’ ’ said Billy, “she already has 
a National reputation.” 

During the afternoon a messenger came stag- 
gering into the ante- room with a big loaf of 
black German bread. With it was a letter which 
said: I hobe Mr. Gn vill likes id. 1 baked

VERY ENCOURAGING, 
To the Western Associated Frese. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.—Judge-Advocate- 
Genera! Swaim, an intimate friend of the Presi- 
dent, and almost constantly in attendance upon 
him since he was wounded, said in conversation 
this evening tbat the L'resident's condition was 
very encouraging indeed. Referring to the 
President's diet, which consists principally of 
milk. Gen. Swaim said the patient invariably 
takes it without any eflort, and asa rule appeurs 
to relish it. An exception to this rule. how- 
ever, occurred this afternoon in the following 
manner. The President asked for a drink, where- 
upon Maj. Swaim banded some milk,.towbich the 
physician had added a email quantity of old rum. 

e President, after drinking it, looked at 
Maj. Swaim with a dissatisded expression, and 
said: **Swaim, that’s a rum dose, isntit? The 
President continues to take chicken broth occa- 
sioner lly, with good results. He suffers no inter- 
nal zal from the wound, but experiences con- 
sideruvle soreness of the muscles. No one ex- 
cepting Mrs. Gartield and the attendants bave 
been admitted to the sick chamber to-day, it 
being the desire to keep the President perfectly 
quiet. Early this afternoon, Maj. Swaim says, 
the President desired to see one of the bulletins 
which he had heard some one speak of as having 
been issued. ' 

THE LATEST BULLETIN 
was brought from tne secretary's office and 
handed him. After perusing it, he remarked 
smilingly that he did not think it necess: ry 
to put dis name before the country 
every few hours. Maj. Swaim thinks that 
with to-day the greater part of the danger will 
pass, and, uniess something unfavorabie occurs, 
of which there is at present no indication, the 


President will gradually improve, and his ulti- 
mate recovery be merely a question of time. 
“His recovery,” the Major continued, “will 
necessarily be slow and tedious, but in my 
opinion be is now on the sunny side of life 
again.“ 
MR. CRUMP,

THE DOCTORS. 
WHAT THEY SAY. 
Special Dispateh to The Chicago Tribune 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.— Tue President is 
better than hehas been at any time since he 
was shot,” said Dr. Bliss, the physician in charge. 
this afternoon, “and every day and hour adds 
to the hopes of his recovery. From 8 o’clock 
last night, when he received his morphine, he 
slept in naps of a half-hour each until midnight, 
and as he obtained rest his pulse and temper- 
ature decreased. From midnight until 2 o'clock 
this morning he siept continuously. which is the 
longest period of continuous sleep that he has 
had. His improvement in his rest is very reas- 
suring. He has a good appetite and assimilates 
his food weil. In twenty-four hours he has 
taken fourteen ounces of milk and one ounce of 
rum, and has had the natural operations of the 
body. 

‘HE I8 DOING VERY, VERY WELL. 

We are confident of his recovery.” 

Do you consider that the danger period has 
passed?” 

“Oh, no. It will not pass, I think, for a week. 
Yesterday we were somewhat disturbed by the 
increase in temperature, as we did not know 
what change there might be in the internal con- 
ditions to cause it; but the temperature was 
soon reduced, and by very simple means. To- 
day it is much better. He is, of course, very 
weak. If you could see that strong man, in his 
present condition you would realize how severe 
bis burtis. He is doing better continuously,— 
very much better than we could have dared to 
hope.” 

The physicians who are notin this case and 
who have not seen the patient, Doctor, seem to 
ag more about it than you do. They say now

THE DIAGNOSIS WAS ALL WRONG, 
that the wound is not so severe as it has been 
made to appear, and that it is very doubtful 
-whether the ball pierced the liver or entered the 
ventral cavity.’ 

* I know they do, and I do not understand why 
medical gentlemen are willing to put themselves 
in that position. Itmightdoforlaymen. We 
bave been taking careful notes of the case every 
half-hour for the benefit of the President, for 
the sake of science, and for ourselves. These 
notes will constitute the record, and the fesult 
will show that the original diagnosis was per- 
feetly correct. There are, besides, certain indica- 
tions, strong indications, which we have com- 
municated to the consulting physicians in writ- 
ing and not by telegraph, which for prudential 
reasons we have not given to the public, that 
make it pretty certain that we are to be able to 
locate the ball, and which make it probable that 
we ultimately 

CAN REMOVE IT WITHOUT DANGER.” 

“ What are these indications, Doctor?” 

At present we deem it prudent to witbhold 
them, but they are such as to make it clear that 
the track of the ball was rightly stated in the 
first diagnosis. The medical gentlemen who 
say that the ball did not enter the liver have 
forgotten their anatomy. We know that the 
ball entered three inches into the body. We 
have feit and developed the course of the ball 
so far. Where it went then we do not definitly 
know, but, from the direction of the three inches 
of the course which bas been ascertained, it is 
certain that it must have entered the liver, and 
probably it passed entirely through the abdom- 
inal cavity, and is lodged in the anterior wall of 
the abdomen. There is where I think it is now,— 
IN THE ANTERIOR WALL OF THE ABDOMEN, 
and not in the abdominal cavity at all. ‘The ball, 


entering the body where it did, and passing in-. 


ward three inches, must of necessity have 
passed through a portion of the liver. At that 
point in the body the liver lies close alougside of 
the ribs, and the ball could not penetrate the 


body at that point and enter so great a distance | 


without striking the liver. Tie liver is there, 
and must have been hit. Even if the ball 
dropped downwards afterwards it must have 
grazed the liver iu its downward fall. But, as I 
said, the indications, of which we have privately 
advised Drs. Agnew and Hamilton by letter, are 
that the bali went through the liverto the ab- 
dominal cavity, and is lodged in the anterior wall 
of the abdomen, as at first supposed, and 
IT WILL BE EASY, 

when the time comes, to remove it from that 
point without danger. I do not think it will be 


necessary to enter the abdominal cavity at all.“ 

Is the wound healing?” 

“The preliminary stages of the process of 
healing have begun. There has been no healing 
of granulated surface. The pus that has come 
from the wound thus far comes from I don't 
know how far in, but it is ngt as yet the pus of a 
healing wound. It is the p s from the broken 
outlying tissues undoubtedly.” 

How do you expect to know whether the 
wound proper is healing? 

*“ Weshail keep the wound open at present. 
There is a wall formed by Nature around the en- 
tire track of the ball. We cannot, 2282 
probe it at present, but we know that fhe wall 
exists. 

IT WILL NOT BE NECESSARY TO ENTER THE 

ABDOMINAL CAVITY 
for any purpose. If the pus should not come 
from along the entire track of the wound we 
should know that tactin afew hours. It would 
be demonstrated by the change in the patient's 
interna: oondition. There may be some sbreds 
of clothing in the track of the wound. There 
may be a stoppage atthe point where this for- 
eign substance is, or at the point where 
the bullet itself is located. and a pus 
cavity might form. If the track of the 
wound should be closed that way it wouid be 
necessary to instantly enter and relieve the 
stoppage. We ere contident we could do that 
without any danger. It would in any event be 
necessary to relieve that stoppage, and to get 
the wound open to prevent biood- poisoning. 
The bull itself might be incisted. We think it is. 
We hope to be able to say by the end of this 
week that the President is entirely out of dan- 
ger. He still feels the pain and sareness very 
much 

Dr. Bliss says that 

THE PROCESS OF SUPPURATION 
is working perfectly. “If a pus cavity should 
form in the liver we will perforate it, and there 
is no doubt that we can get all the matter out. 
If science had not made the advances that it 
has we migbt anticipate great danger from the 
formation of a pus cavity; but, under the cir- 
cumstances, we do not fear any fatal result from 
this.

Maine,“ he sat next to Mr. Conkling in the Sen- 
ate Chamber for many years without quarrel- 
ing with that distinguished personage. The 
people of Maine were reluctant to have him 
leave the Senate; and, if he had chosen, he 
might unquestionably have continued to rep- 
resent that State as long as he lived. Mr. 
Hamlin is not a rich man in wordly fortune, 
as it is commonly reckoned, and the mission 
to Spain will afford him agreeable and hon- 
orable employment. The appointment is in 
all respecte as creditabie to the Administra- 
tion as it 1 to Mr. Hamiin himself. 


Tne subscriptions to the Garfield fund 
have now gone considerably above $100,000. 
Mr. Vanderbilt is almost the only person who 
has returned a qualified response. He has 
agreed to give $5,000 to the fund if the Presi- 
dent shail die—not otherwise. From one 
point of view he is justified in such a course, 
as he might feel himself open to the liability 
of misconstruction if he should make his 
subscription unconditional and the President 
should get well. However erroneous this 
reasoning might be, it can be justified on 
vtausible grounds. The Sun and most of the 
other Democratic newspapers object to a sub- 
scription which shall be completed and hand- 
ed over to the President's wife in case of his 
recovery. The Sun says: 

Should the President unfortunately die, then, 
we say, let a million of dollars be raised for his 
helpleas family by popular subsoripuon in 9 


days; but not oe dollar while be lives, 
while it may look like a bribe. 


The Buffalo Courter partially supports this 
ridiculous non sequitur, and holds that the 
wealthy men who shall become subscribers 
to the fund will put the President under pe- 
culiar obligations to them. But the Buffalo 
Commercial Advertiser very truthfully re- 
sponds that this objection cannot hold good 
if the subscription is made, as it is intended 
to be, truly National. While the largest sub- 
scription remains at $%000 it can hardly be 
supposed that the President, in his official ac- 
tion, will be influenced too favorably on be- 
halt of any of the subscribers if they should 
come before him in matters affecting .the 
Government, as they are not likely to do. 


Turovenovut yesterday the condition o 
the President continued as favorable as 
could possibly be expected in view of the se- 
rious character of his wound, and up to mid- 
night the bulletins, official and otherwise, 
were in the highest degree reassuring. An 
extremely encouraging feature of the case 
was the disposition and ability of the sufferer 
to obtain rest through’ natural and healthy 
sleep, his experience in this regard be- 
ing more satisfactory yesterday than at 
any time since he was shot. So 
marked has been the improvement in 
general that the physicians in charge of the 
case no longer hesitate to speak very hope- 
fully of the outcome. Dr. Bliss, who nevem 
lost hope from the first, is rewarded by see- 
ing his heroic patient steadily progress from 
out the region of critical peril, and, while he 
has by no means passed the danger-line as 
yet, he is nearing it gradually, and has not 


far to go. A week ago there was an ap- 


palling array of reasons why the President 
could not survive; to-day there are 
plenty of reasons for the, contrary 
belief. It is a great point gained 
when, from the “one chance,” and a 
very slender chance at that, which he had on 
the two days immediately following the 
shooting, he has now, according to the care- 
ful judgment of his surgeons, “an even 
chance.” ‘That means a great deal to a man 
ot President Garfield’s splendid capacity for 
battling with death, and amply explains the 
feeling in Washington that at last it is the 
sunny side of the dark cloud that is turned 
toward the world. 
CONKLING AND HIS SLAVES. 

The action of Chauncey M. Depew in with- 
drawing from the contest for the New York 
Senatorship was full ot patriotism and 
would put Conkling to the blush if the latter 
were not oblivious to considerations of 
honor or shame in political affairs. Mr. De- 
pew has been all along the leading candidate 
on the Administration side, and during the 
past three weeks has constantly had nearly 
twice as many votes for the long term as 
Roscoe Conkling received for the short term. 
But. it was intimated that Mr. Depew’s 
candidacy had been so large a factor in as- 
suring Conkling’s defeat that it would be 
impossible“to induce the Conklingites to 
unite upon him. It was on this ground, and 
beause he recognized the obvious political 
necessity. for electing two Republicans'to the 
United States Senate at once, that Mr. De- 
pew withdrew from the contest and author- 
ized his friends to concentrate upon any 
Republican to whom the Bucks could not 
reasonably offer the same objection. 

The caucus at which Mr. Depew’s with- 
drd@wal was presented consisted of sixty-six 
meinbers, who constituted a large majority of 
the 106 Republicansin the two Houses. They 
agreed upon two candidates who are in 
themselves entirely acceptable to the mass of 
the Republican party in New York State, in- 
cluding both wings, and excluding only the 
handful of men who are personaily subject. 
to the orders of Roscoe Conkling. Mr 
Warner Miller was nominated for the iong 
term. He is a member of the present Con- 
gress from the Twenty-second New York 
District, and has been a member of \the two 
preceding Congresses. He was a soldier in 
the Union army, entering the army as a 
private, and has a record which entitles him 
to the confidence of his party and the 
public. Elbridge G. Lapham, who was 
nominated for the short term, is a 
leading lawyer of the State, and 
has been a respected and hard-working 
member of Congress during the past six 
years. There is nothing about either of 
these gentlemen which should deprive them 
of the support of any Republican member of 
the Legislature. Both have been regularly 
nominated by a party caucus, and it will be 
a scandal and outrage if they shall be beaten 
by a clique of bolters who assume to dictate 
the election of Conkling to an overwhelming 


majority ot Republicans who oppose Conk- 


ling. 

The concern which the Conkling members 
affect to feel because. both Miller and Lap- 
ham are members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the present Congress, and be- 


cause their election as Senators might reduce | 


the Republican majority in the House, is 
mere sham. Mr. Miller was elected in bis 
district by a majority of nearly. 4,000, and Mr. 
Lapham by a majority of 3,410. Both are 
country uistricts where there is not 
the slightest danger of any change in the rel- 
ative status of the two parties which could 
overcome these large Republican majorities. 
There is not the smallest doubt that Repub- 
lican successors would be elected. The reg- 
ular election occurs in November, and Con- 
gress does not meet till December. Hence 
the talk about endangering the Republican 
majority in the House of Representatives by 
the election of Messrs. Miller and Lapham to 
the Senate is a flimsy pretext to cover up the 
abject servility with which Conkling’s re- 
tainers serve him. 

What shall be said of Conkling, now that 
he refuses to recognize the concerted and 
formal decree of the party? He is a con- 


ah 


crats in case President Garfield shall die. and 
all to revenge himself upon a man who lies at 
death’s door, the victim of a spoils-seeking 
assasin. “Murder or suicide” was the al- 
ternative which Conkling set for himself by 

iznation. He determined upon murder, 
and he is carrying out his design with cruel 
and unscrupulous persistence. Neither the 
assasin’s bullet, nor the danger which men- 
aces the Republican party in the death of 
Garfield, nor the blow which has been struck 
at American institutions, nor the unselfish 
and patriotic example that has been set by 
Mr. Depew, nor the universal contempt of 
the country at his treachery, can swerve him 
from his desperate attempt to revenge him- 
self for folly of his own doing. It now only 
remains to be seen how long the “ Bucks” at 
Albany will consent to serve so base a mas- 
ter. On Saturday’s balloting Conkling could 
only muster 31 votes, while Lapham, the reg- 
ular nominee, received 67. It is high time 
for the marplot to be retired, 


ENGLAND'S ELEPHANT. 

The everlasting “Eastern Question” was 
once more sprung apon the English Parlia- 
ment in one of its recent sessions and pro- 
voked a very remarkable debate, which. be- 
fore it concluded, had covered the ground of 
the responsibility of England for grasping 
Cyprus, the suffering of the Christians in 
Armenia, the execution of the Treaty of Ber- 
lin, the naval demonstration in benalf of 
Montenegro, the Greek convention to get 
a slice of Turkish territory, the con- 
dition of Bulgaria, the anarchy in 
Macedonia, and the policy of France 
in the Tunisian matter. The most re- 
markable feature of the debate, however, 
was the concession by the Government of the 
failure of the Anglo-Tarkish convention and 
the deplorable condition of Cyprus, which is 
proving to be an elephant on the hands 
of its present owners. It was admitted 
on ali hands that the Turks had made 
no serious effort to introduce reforms in 
any of their Asiatic provinces. Hence 
it was urged that the convention had 
lost its validity and Cyprus should be 
restored to the Sulcan. Oneof the speakers 
aptly compared the acquisi-ion of Cyprus to 
the celebrated bargain of Moses in the Vicar 


of Wakefield, when he sold the tamily horse 


for a gross of green spectacles, and Sir 
Charles Dilke, Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
in reply, not only admittted the aptness of 
the comparison, but added to its force by 
saying that the spectacles, though worthless, 
cost nothing to keep, whereas Cyprus is a 
very costly possession. But what is England 
to do with its elephant? The Greeks will 
not take it. They cannot afford to pay the 
rental of $300,000a year for such unremu- 
nerative property. To restore it to Turkey, 
it was conceded would not only plunge the 
island again into anarchy and misrule but 
would seriously imperil the present tran- 
quillity, such as it is, of the East. The situa- 
tion is thus summed up in the London Times 
in its comments upon the debate: The Au- 
glo-Turkish convention regarded asa treaty of 
reciprocal obligation between England and 
the Porteis virtually at an end because the 
Porte has failed entirely to fulfill its share of 
obligation. By its neglect to carry out re- 
forms the Porte has, said Mr, Bourke, for- 
feited its right to call for our protection in 
the case of a Russian invasion. All that re- 
mains of the convention, therefore, is the 
possession of Cyprus by Eugland.—a posses- 
sion which the present condition of Turkey 
and its total failure to undertake the work of 
reform imposes on us, whether we like it or 
not, the continued obligation of retaining.” 


The situation is certainly a humiliating one. 


In consideration of the cession of Cyprus, the 
English Government bound itself to aid 
Turkey in carrying out reforms in her Asiatic 
provinces and to guarantee her from out- 
side interference, when it was evident 
from the very outset that no reforms would 
evor be made. As the reward of such cre- 
dulity and greed.she has received an island 
which is a dead weight upon her exchequer 
and worthless as an investment. Besides 
this, by arrangement with France, her con- 
sent was Obtained upon permission that she 
should be allowed to go into Tunis, and now. 
that she has got into Tunis England finds to 
her consternation that she is about making 
an excursion all over the North of Africa, to 
the detriment of English interests. It is 
perhaps a fitting sequence to the purchase of 
her elephant that she can’t sell it, lease it, or 
give itaway. She must keep it. 


SOME RESULIS OF THE ASSASSINATION. 

Nine days have now passed since President 
iarfield was shot by the wretch Guiteau. 
During these eventful days, although the 
prospects of his recovery have fluctuated 
some and upon two occasions his physicians 
have well-nigh abandoned hope, his progress 
has been steadily forward, and he enters the 
critical tenth day with a fair hope that he 
wil pass its dreaded limits and thereby give 
a reasonable assurance of ultimate recovery. 
Every day that he improves after to-day will 
be in his favor, 89 that, looking at the case as 
it now stands, there is at least reasonable 
prospect that he has turned his steps and will 
retrace them slowly back to health and 
strength. 

During these days public attention has 
been almost exclusively confined. to the bul- 
letins of the physicians and to speculations 
upon the chances of his recovery. Public 
interest has to a large extent been personal 


in its manifestation. The one thought has 


been, notso much what will become of the 
country as what will become of the Presi- 
dent and his family. 
their sorrow and sympathy have seemed re- 
luctant to consider anything except the con- 
dition of the suffering Executive, or to do 


anything except to-hold up the hands of his 


devoted wife and encourage her with their 
syinpathy. Gfatifying as the prospect now 
looks, there are other results equally gratify- 
ing, and one of the most prominent of these 
is the strength of the country itself in the 
midst of a National calamity. The infamous 
deed of Guiteau has revealed the actual 
feelings of the people of this country, down 
below all sectiona] prejudices and party ani- 
mosities, as clearly as a flash of lightning in 
a dark night sometimes brings out a land- 
scape more vividly than it shows in the 
brightest sunsnine. The public expressions 
of condolence have been as frequent and as 
earnest from Democrats as from Republicans. 
The messages of sympathy from’ the South 
have been as warm and kindly as from the 
North. Even Jeff Davis himself. an unre- 
constructed Rebel and traitor, who of all men 
in the South may be presumed to cherish no 
love for the Government or for the General 
who helped to overthrow his Confederacy, 
has come out in a manly way with expres- 
sions of abhorrence for the deed, of the most 
earnest sympathy for the President and all 


his family, and of hope that he may re- 
cover and complete his 


term of office, 
which he regards as promising well for the 
benefit of the whole country. Such ex- 
pressions show that the people of this coun- 
try are once more united, that the sectional 
bitterness of twenty years ago is forgotten, 
and that in the East, West, North, and South 
they, are hoping and praying for the Presi- 
dent’s recovery. There is probably no other 
country in the world that could remain in 
profound peace and go on in its accustomed 


routine with its ruler shot by an assasin. It 


has been left for the American Republic to 
exhibit the spectacle to the world of the 


People in the midst of 
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guards about ’ Capital, no troops 
called out to protect the Govern- 
ment against factions or an excited popu- 
lace! On the other hand, only a great coun- 
try, expressing its sorrow, praying for the 
recovery of its ruler, and serenely preparing, 
in case of his death, to continue the great 
work of peaceful, orderly, law-abidmg con- 
stitutional government! Another result of 
the work of Guiteau has been to reveal to us 
the high regard in which our Government 
is held by the rest of the world. There is 
not a civilized Power on earth that has not 
sent its messages of the heartiest sympathy 
and its warmest hopes that the President 
will recover and continue his Administra- 
tion, even while pointing out the defect in 
our political system which is indirectly re- 
sponsible for the existence and deeds of such 
fanatics as Guiteau. This shows that they 
have faith in the Republic, that they rejoice 
in its stability, and that they regard its con- 
tinuance in some way asa guarantee of their 
own form of government. They know full 
well that if our people had been thrown into 
a panic by the assasination, or if it had fore- 
shadowed revolutionary tendencies, there 
could have been little hope for themselves. 


conspiracies, no 
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The admiration which they showed for this 


country in their reception of Gen. Grant has 
been a thousand times emphasized by their 
earnest sympathy with President Garfield. 
Looking at these results of the crime of 
Guiteau, the people of this country may well 
be content and trust their President to the 
skill of his attendants, to the healing offices 
of Nature, and to the mercies of an over-rul- 
ing Providence. 


THE GHOULS OF SPECULATION. 

There is apparently no limit to the un- 
scrupulous methods to which speculators 
will resort toachieve a temporary advantuge. 
They seem to be equally indifferent to 
individual interests, the welfare to com- 
munities, and the integrity of Govern- 
ments. They are ready to avail them- 
selves of any he that tends to bull“ or 
bear“ the market. They have even sought 
to take advantage of the murderous assauit 
made upon the President of the United 
States. They are not satisfied with specu- 
lating upon his chances for life or the prob- 
ability of his death, which would be bad 
enough, but have resorted.to exaggerated, 
distorted, and vicious stories as to the effect 
of his death upon the peace and prosperity 
of this country. They have sought to prey 
upon English ignorance in regard to Ameri- 
can institutions in order to prepare the way 
for a brief panic in English financial circles 
over American securities, and a reflex action 
upon the market in New York whereby they 
hope to profit. ’ 

The agents employed by the speculators, 
who have been aptly called the “syndicate 
of liars,” have not developed very much 
talent for their nefarious business. The inti- 


mation that Gen. Arthur’s ascendency to, 


the Presidency would occasion a serious 
misunderstanding with England” is even 
more absurd than the theory that the fiscal 
policy of the American Government would 
be reversed and trade completely disorgan- 
ized.”’” There is no reason for a serious mis- 
understanding with England in any event 


that can be foreseen or upon any matter that 


can be suggested. Whatever Gen. Arthur’s 
personal sentiments toward England may be, 
and they have never yet been regarded as 
sufficiently important to warrant an effort to 
ascertain them, there is no possible compli- 


cation at this time which would enable 
1 lished 


him as President to bring about a misun- 
derstanding between the two nations. If the 
Euglish were not in the habit of displaying 
such frequent and gross misapprehension of 
American aflairs, we should say there would 
be no danger of their being misled by such 
absurd reports; as it is, they may suffer the 
penalty of their ignorance in yielding to the 
„bear“ fables, but it is not at all likely that 
any material depression can result on this 
side the Atlantic. 

There is no apprehension among any class 
of people in the United States that Gen. 
Arthur’s accession to the Presidency will re- 
sult in reversing the financial policy of the 
Government,” or in “completely disorganiz- 
ing trade, while it is supremely ridiculous 
to .wepresent that a change in the Presi- 
dency would go hear to producing civil war.”’ 
The death of President Garfield asa result 
of an assasin's bullet would be a great po- 
litical shock certainly, and the accession of 
Gen. Arthur to the Chief Magistracy, under 
existing conditions, would create a certain 
amount of political uncertainty and. doubt 
until it should become evident that he would 
either pursue a conservative policy in the 
line of Garfield’s Administration, or that he 
would Tylerize““ and Johnsonize.“ In 
the former case all would be well 
from the start; in the latter he would 
bring contempt and disgrace upon himself 
and a small faction of office-brokers and 
officeseekers, but he would not be able to 
disturb the solidity of American institutions, 
and might by sueh a course hurry up the 
Civil-Service reform which the country de- 
mands. In any case, however, there is no 
danger of any reversal of the fiscal policy of 
the American Government, for, with all the 
political vagaries of the Conkling faction, 
that faction has never been identified with 
any of the financial heresies that grew out of 
an juflated currency and preparations for re- 
sumption. 

Speculative markets are always sensitive, 
but any shock which the death of President 
Garfield would give to the markets would be 
transient. If stocks should tumble, it would 
be because they have already reached a dizzy 
and dangerous altitude, and are iu a totter- 
ing condition. The course of trade would 
only be temporarily affected while the Na- 
tion paid proper respect to the dead Chief. 
Commerce is too seffish a pursuit to yield to 
sentiment for any length of time, and the 
prevailing prosperity in this country rests 
upon too substantial a basis to be seriously 
impaired by speculators, liars, and ghouls. 


— — 


Tue Toledo Blade advocates the abolition 
of the Vice-Presidency. It prints the names of 
all the Presidents and Vice-Presidents, and as- 
sumes that only two of the latter-John Adams 
and Thomas Jefferson—were fit to succeed their 
chiefs; and they were elected to the Vice- 
Presidency under the old system, which pro- 
vided that the man getting the second highest 
number of votes for Pres deut should be made 
Vice-President. The Biade thinks that if the 
Vice-President were abolisbed, his place in 
the succession would be supplied by some man 
better fitted for the high offive than be bas ever 
been.” Our history will show,” says the Biade, 
that our Secretaries of State or of, the Treas- 
ury, or the Speakers ot the House Of Represent- 
atives would have made much better Presi- 
dents than the Vice-Presidents would. and we 
can lose nothing by vacating the office entirely.” 
But, as another journal observes, there might 
be a question of eligibility. Men eligible to such 
positions as Secretary of State and Speaker of the 
House are not always eligibie to the Presidency. 
Besides, the States have a voice in the election of 
the Vice-President, and to abolish that office 
might be to defeat the spirit of the Electoral 
system. 

Optxion in Washington seems to be veer: 
ing around to the conclusion that the President 
bas not been wounded in the liver, after all. 
The so-called “jaundice” was merely a sligut 
yellow discoloration of the skin, which disap- 
peared of itseif, without treatment. One expert 
in gunshot wounds says: “Of course the 
jaundice came from the liver, but a man of such 
active babits as Gen. Garfield when put on a bed 
and kept there for a week is apt to have a tor- 
pid liver. A carbunaile over the liver might turn 
the patient entirely yellow from jaundice, and 
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yet in such a case the liver would not be 
affected directly.” Dr. Reyburn bimself, one of 
the attending physicians, said of the “ juundice” 
Friday: “We did not dose bim for that 
jaundice. lt is going away as it came, and 
there is but a suspicion of it at best.” It 
is the opinion of some army people 
that the ball did not enter the abdominal cavity, 
but was detiected from its course by one of the 
ribs, and is now iodged in the muscular tissue. 
If thia were the case, the President would be 
suffering merely from a flesh wound; but the 
news is almost too good to be true. Ex-Surgevn- 
General Hammond, however, adds the weight of 
bis authority to this view ot the case. He said 
in conversation with a Hera d reporter Friday: 
Aecording to the bulletin issued at 9 o'clock 
p. m. the pulse is lus, the temperature 101 4-10, 
and the respirution 24, bat would indi- 
cute a slight fever, but nothing more than 
would result from a flesh wound. If the Pres- 
ident continues over Sudday 
now I see no reasou why he should not re- 
cover. If after seven days there is no fever, no 
inflammation, nor any of the symptoms that 


would indicate the presence of the bullet in 


the abdomen, the chances ure a thousand to one 
it is not there. I don't believe itis. I think the 
diagnosis bus been wrong from the beginning. 
I don't believe the ball passed through the hver, 
and I don't believe it is in the abdumen. There 
bu n no wound of the liver nor any of the 
peritoneum. I think the bullet struck the ribs 
and probably the thick muscles in the side and 
then glunced off. It will be found in the small 
of the back or may be lower down. Judging by 
the report bulietined from the White House, 
the President is not so weil as be bas been since 
the shooting: still there is not much difference 
nor much cause for alarm in bis condition. Up 
to this we have been going on the theory sup- 
plied us that the bail passed througb the liver;

When the Evergiades, whieh also bave been pur- 
chased by the Philadelphia capitalists, were 
rendered valuable by draining the Okeechobee 
Luke, and were cultivated tur sugar, corn, rice, 
and the tropical fruits, they would peed the ac- 
commodations offered by the railroad improve- 
nents which would gradually de extended into 
all that country.

New streets 
were opened, and old ones cleaned and 
paved. He also introduced a system of sewer- 
age. He organized a war on the locust, 
that traditional pest of the country, and greatly 
reduced the extent of its depredauons. He was 


- a reformer and true friend of the people, and 


his enemies, jealous and implacable, have suc- 
ceeded in destruying him on account of his 
peaceful and beoeticent revolutions. Simulta- 
neous witb his arrest it is fitting that the local 
post-offices in Constantinople have been sup- 
pressed. nd a request from the Porte to for- 
eign Pow. tg abolish the post-vffices in the in- 
terior and to suppress all mail service between 
Constantinople and the world outside of Tur- 
key. The Turk is evidently incapable of be- 
coming civ.lized,-and his contact with the 
Franks and dos of Christians only tends 
to intensify bis hatred and contempt for modern 
civilization. It is furtuuate for that excrescence 
that Great Britain takes such ao interest in its 
existence. But for this Turkey in Europe would 
soon cease to exist. and its incorrigible Turco- 
man population would be driven across the 
Straits and Sea of Marwora into Asia. 

Tux United States Government has rec- 
ognized the Caideron Government of Peru, set 
upto make peace with Chili, which bas con- 
quered the country and demands indemnity be- 
fore retiring her army from Peruvian soil. 
Calderon's first and most disagreeable duty bas 
been to raise the heavy indemuity levied by the 
Chilians on Lima. The first contribution de- 
manded was 800,000 silver dollars, which he has 
settied by tne payment of S. 0.00) paper soles, 
probably a depreciated currency. It is boped 
that Chili will moderate her demands for in- 
demnity in view ot the poverty of Peru. She 
will probably demand the guauo islands, and in 
fact has alreadv taken possession of the Lobos 
Islands and sold to the English market 50,000 
tons at $35 per ton. Chili bas just held her 
Presidential e:ection, but the result has not yet 
reucbed us. The leuding candidate was Don 
Domingo Santa Maria, who represents the 
Liberal party and the Administration, and is at 
present a Judge, aman of bigh character and 
long experience in pwbiic affairs. 


AN Eastern exchange says: 

The assets and liabilities of the Woman's 
Bank in Buston bave been summed up, and the 
result is a dividend of 5 per cent to the deposit- 
ors. This was the institution which was to pay 
such high rates of interest that the depvusitor 
would get buck an amount equal to her princi- 
pulina few months, and all that came after- 
ward, including the principal, would be clear 
profit. The ovrivileges of this extraordinary 
institution were limited to ladies, and a aumber 
of them seem to have regarded it as a very 
judicious speculation. They can console them- 
selves, however, witb che reflecdon that a fond- 
ness for being swiudied is not a churacteristic of 
sex, but is a cheerful attribute of the whole 
human race.

Second, that « 
much of the proceeds as may de 
necessary to reimburse the United 
States is money received for the use of the 
United States”. within the meaning of Sec 
3.617, Revised Statutes, and, by its express 
terms, must be puid by officers receiving thé 
same into the Treasury of the Cuited States.“ 
without abatement or, deducuon on account 
salury, fees, costs, Charges, expenses, or claim 
of any description whatever.

THE BULGARIAN ELECTIONS, 
The returns from the Bularian elections

The minority is 
remarkably large, considering the administra- 
tive pressure wh ch bas been brought to bear 
for the Government. 

The Londun Times thus speaks of the Bul- 
garians and their Prince: 

7 people of Bulgaria are emancipated: 
but they have little political experience, and 
few except the schoolmasters and station- 
masters bave sufficient education to fill official 
situauons. In such circumstances, it is clear 

t forsome time to come Buigaria must be 
coutent to take a very humble pince among 
European communities. The wants of the people 
are few, and their ambitions are com 
with their wants. They may easily suffer from a 
too elaborate Constitution or a too energetic 
ruler. The first they have bad for some time. and 
it would seem as though they were tow likely to 
be inflicted with the second. Their political his- 
tory bas been very diuerent from that which 
was predicted for them on the mbrrow of their 
emancipation. Then it was thought that an ir- 
res stibie national impulse would effect a union 
with Eastern Roumelia, and that a new. vor- 
ous, and ambitious nationality would be created 
in the Baikan Peninsula. Nothing of the kind 
bus happened. Southern Bulgaria to all ap- 
pearance is a tranquil and rather suspicious 
spectator of What ix going on across the Bulkans, 
while the Bulgarians of the Principality 
would be only too content to live quietly, 
stolidly, and unprogressively. The Prince is evi- 
dently anxious to rule a busy little State of the 
Western type. The native Bulgarian parues, 
beaded respectively by cosmopolitan Liberais, 
all ideas and no experience. and by local Con- 
servatives, very well to do, but not too well kur- 
ni-hed with either experience or ideas, care 
little for national progress and very mucd for 
the petty purochial squabbles which pass witb 
them for polities. Thus. with a bumdrum penpie, 
a pattern Constitution. and a puehing Prince, 
not to mention the obscure but still potent in- 
fluence of powerful and more or less antagonist- 
ic neigbbors on either side, the pusition is neces- 
sarily a critical one.” 

THE VOLUNTEER REVIEW. 

The editor of the London Nord says: “I have 
the best autbority for stating that the reasons 
for not holding the volunteer review in Hyde 
Park are as follows: A predetermination wus 
discovered to exist on the part of certain radi- 
cal organizations to rush any inclosures that 
might have been deemed desirable tor the pro- 
tection of the park and gouvenience of what 
may be termed the privileged classes.

SOUTH AFRICA. 

DurRBAN, June 25.—The prospect inthe Trans- 
vaal, if the whole country is given up to the 
Boers, is viewed very seriously. The native 
chiefs in all parts of the country say that they 
will fight rather than acknowledge the suprem- 
acy of the Boers. Montsoia, a loyal Baralong 
chief, who was on his way to relieve the Potch- 
efstroom garrison when he beard of the peace, 
says that he and ali the Chiefs on the northwest 
border are watching the progress of events, and 
if the country is given up to the Boers they will 
Al ht. Montsvia says that be has under bis 
command, besides bis ordinary army, 8.000 men 
armed with breechiloading rities and 1,000 
mounted men. 

A Transvaal correspondent sends the follow- 
ing to a London newspaper: — 

“The Royal Commission wilt leave Pretoria, 
South Africa, at the end of August, but a sub- 
commission of three will remain to examine 
claims for compensation in cousequence of the 
retrocession. : 

„The direct losses for which compensation is 
demwided amount.to at leust a million of money 
and the concurrent losses to nearly five Lines 
that amount. Many men will only ask the Gov- 
ernment to buy from them all they bave bought 
in the way of real property at the same prices 
they paid for it ana then they can clear out of 
the country no poorer than when they entered 
it. but still baving lost all the fruits of 
their labor for the last five years. As far 
as one can bear the instructions of the Brit- 
ish Commissioners are comprised in one sca- 
tence, Do un thing and give upanything rather 
than fight.” The Boers themselves are at beart 
equally anxious for peuce and guiet, so witb 
both sides determined upon a peacetul settie- 
ment it is now bardly possible to conccive any 
Cause which could bring about more firhting. 
Many Boers who bore arms in the late war s- 
sure me that come what may they will never 
fight again. Their farms have gone to rack and 
ruin, their stock has strayed or been Stoten, 
their savings have been spent, and they bare 
jost this year's harvest and wool cpp ng: but 
more deterrenteven than there losses will be the 
recoliecnon of their dead and d)ing comrades 
and the heupe of slain soldiers against whom 
they had no personal enmity.

CROP-PRUOSPECTS. 


OHT >. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaoo Tribune. 

Co_umavus, O.. July 10.—The forthcoming July 
crop-report of the State Board of Agriculture, 
based on estimates from 1,000 townsbip corr - 
spondents, returned July 1 to 5, will give the 
following percentages of the condition and 
prospects of crops, compared with July 1, 1880: 

Wheat 77 per cent, rye 86, oats 94, corn 76. tim- 
otùhy hay 92, clover hay 101, red-top, etc., 87, 
Hungarian . potatoes 8, tobacco 87, apples 39, 
pears 62, ches 43, plums 55, grapes 72. 

Wheat prospects May 1 were reported 85 per 
cent. The loss is due to the May drought and to 
the Hessian fly. Much of the wheat is thin on 
the ground, but has long beads and piump 
berry. Nearly the entire crop of Went for 
Onio has been secured in good weather and is in 
gvod econdidon. 

Seventy-seven per cent of last year's crop 
(52,000.000), as estimated by the State Board No- 
vember lust, would be 4,000,000 bushels. But as 
compared with the estimate of the Wasbington 
Department (39,000,000) it would be but 30. 00. 000 
bushels. At all events. the present estimate is 
for 77 per cent of last year’s crop, wuatever

The New York Public, ‘in discussing — Na- 
tional finances, gives the following: 

The fisca! position of the Government would 

be in all respects as satisfactory as its financial 
history bas been glorious but for one weak 
point. The coinage of silver has so enfeebied 
the Treasury that difficulties which few now ap- 
prehend may arise before Congress can ta®e ac- 
tion next winter. ‘The Treasury pro to pay 
olf about $90,000,000 of bonds within the next 
two months. Its surplus revenue will not 
amount to $10,000,000 per month. The cash bal- 
ance available was $170,000,000 July I. and ot this 
sum about $16,000,000 bas since been taken to 
meet maturing 6 per cents. There remains 
about $155,000,000, and more than half of that 
amount isin silver. It is said that large obliga- 
tions are deducted from the cash on hand, how- 
ever, which should properly be deducted 
from the silver only, since the silver 
certificates are redeemable in that metal. But 
in reality these certificates are redeemable and 
are constantly béing redeemed in gold, for they 
are received at the Custom- Houses where, but 
for them, the gold would have to be paid. Tne 
fact is, then, that the Government would be 
placed in a difficult position this very year if 
there should arise any especial disinclination to 
keep silver certiticates in circulation. For the 
certificates would then be crowded into the Cus- 
tom- House, even at the cost of allowing a small 
discount on them, and the result would be cur- 
tallmont of the receipts of wold. This, after the 
disbursement of a large sum in payment ot 
bonds, might cause the Treasury serious embar- 
rassment. Inu every other respect, the position 
and prospects of the Treasury are so fine that it 
is a pity there should be, even bere, a financial 
skeleton in the closet. 
So long as our silver certificates. are, in effect, 
legal-tender all over the United States, being 
convertible into silver,and can therefore be 
used to pay all debts, public and private, are 
received for taxes, municipal, State, and Na- 
tional. and for customs, and can pass from hand 
to band and bank to bank in the trausaction of 
many billions of dollars’ worth of business in 
this country, it is simply absurd to write as 
above. We have yet to learn that the silver 
certificates cannot be used abroad, as weil as 
here, in the payment of moneys due to parties 
in the United States. They are, in fact, good all 
over the civilized world, and there is no reason 
to feur any evil result from their issue 
and-use, at least unless the amount of such cer- 
tificates should become disproportionately large. 
We cannot help thinking that the skeleton ex- 
ists in the closet of the writer of the above in- 
stead of that of the Treasury at Washington. 

‘The Louisville & Nashville Railroad Company 
has bought the Louisville, Cincinnati & Lexing- 
ton Koad, which is 175 miles. This gives.a new 
line under the managment of only two com panies 
from New York to New Orleans. The acquisi- 
tion is in excellent condition, and its gross earn- 
ings for this year are estimated at $1,300,000. 
The net earnings are at the rate of 6 per cent on 
the prefcrred and cbmmon stock. The bonded 
debt {s $3,742,000, and the stock do $2,500,000. 

During June the International & Great North- 
erm Railroad Company earned $172,004, against 
597.418 in the same month 1880. 

The estimated earnings of the Hannibal & St. 
Joseph FWad are $59,343 for the fourth week in 
June, against $54,046 in the same week in 1830. 

The earningsof the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
& Southern Road for June were $468,400, an in- 
crease of $104,916 over June last year. 

The St. Louis & San Francisco Railway Com- 

any has deciared a dividend of 3% per cent on 
Ye first preferred stock payable Aug. 1. 

The abundance of idle capital is illustrated by 
the condition of the Canadian banks. The de- 
posits in some cases largely exceed the paid-up 
capital and revenue, and constitute nearly baif 
the general fund. The last report showed that 
the Quebec and Ontario banks tad a paid-up 
capital of $63,580,260, notes in circulation, $24,- 
974,693, deposits, $85,830,645. Last December 
more than half the general fund of the banks 
was held in reserve. Of course these vast ac- 
cumulations of money are private property 
put in the banks for safe keeping, and the lat- 
ter have but limited control over them. The 
Canadians are boping that confidence in indus- 
trial investments will soon revive, and that 
capitalists will put their money into active use 
instead of locking it up in bank vaults. 

The production of the Leadville smeiters for 
the first half of 1881 was $6,501,813. It looks as if 
the production this year would fall $2,000,000 
under that of last. This is partly due to the 
fact that many of the smelters have been closed 
for repairs and enlargement.

THE WHEAT OUTLOOK. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, July 7.—In my lengthy letter of

May 2 reviewing the state and prospects of the 


wheat trade, and which was published in Tue 
TRIBUNE some four or five days later, it was, 1 
think, fairly shown statistically that the further 
watts of the United Kingdom from our Atlantic 
ports—say from May 1to Aug. 31, four months 
—would amount to 3,900,000 qrs, or 31,200,000 bu, 
which would require an average weekly output 
of 2,225,000 bu in time to arrive out before Sep- 
tember, or say thirteen weeks’ shipments by sail- 
ers and fifteen by steam, and, as about one- halt 
of the shipments go by steam, the shipping time 
allowed was fourteen weeks. The Continent, 
inciuding all other countries, such as South and 
Central América, West Indies, etc., were 
estimated to require from the same 
source during the same four months 
20,000,000 bu, or rather less than two-thirds as 
much as the United Kingdom. It is understood 
that the foregoing estimates embraced flour at 
its equivaient in wheat, and aiso that the tig- 
ures represented estimated required imports. 
To keep up our share of the bulk usually float- 
ing Aug.:31 the further quantity of 15,000,000 bu 
was allowed for shipmenis to all countries dur- 
the month of August by sailers, and in the 
tter half of that month by steam, August be- 
ing usually a very heavy shipping month. The 
total estimated shipments from ali Atlantic 
ports during the four’ months ending Aug. 31 
amounted therefore to 66,200,000 bu. If tnese 
estimates were at all retiable, it logically fol- 
lowed that were the shipments to fall greatly 
short of them prices would advance. 
At the time the estimates were made 
the price of No. 2 in Chicago stood at $1.02 reg- 
ular for spot grain. I have never seen any good 
reason since May2for materially aer my 
estimates, and, as two of the four months un- 
der review have passed away, it seems quite 
pertinent to now ascertain what has been done 
in the way of shipments during those two 
montps, particularly as the price has advanced 
some lic per bu:

It will be seen from the above figures that of 
the estimated shipments required by the United 
Kingdom during the tirst fourteen weeks fol- 
lowing May 1, amounting to 31,200,000 bu, but 
10,200,000, or less than one-third, had been got off 
in the first nine of those fourteen weeks; and 
further, that other countries had taken in the 
same nine weeks considerably over one-haif of 
the 20,000,000 set down for them. It is also to be 
noted that of the 66,000,000 bu estimated ship- 
ments for the entire four months, or say eight- 
een @eeks, from April 25 to Aug. 31, about one- 
third, or 22,000,000, had been shipped in the first 
nine weeks, leaving 44,000,000 to be sent off in the 
remaining nine weeks, or say in July and 
August. Considering the prospect of our rather 
late harvest. it is not at all probable 
that anything like the above quantity can 
be exported within the time specified, and 
this brings me to the inquiry put at the close of 
my letter of May 2, whether there was not a 
chance of some very lively work on the tail end 
of the 1880 crop.

Hell Reach It Tuesday Noon, When 
Eis Forty-five Day Fast Will Be 
Broken with a Square Meal on the 
Olympic Stage. 


The Griscom fast is almost completed: one 


day more and it will be numbered with the 
things that were. The faster is correspondingly 
jubilant at the successful carrying out of this 
great undertaking, which will introduce him to 
the world as a great reformer, and hand his 


name down to generations that are yet unborn. | 


At least he fancies as much. In view of the 
expectation that there will be a gener- 
al desire on the part of the public 
to witness the first meal, Mr. Griscom has de- 
termined to secure for that important event 
more spacious quarters than are granted by the 
parlors where his fast is being conducted. He 
bas engaged the Olympic Theatre for this pur- 
pose, and the stage will be converted into a com- 
bination kitchen and dining-rodm, so that all 
who desire can have an excellent opportunity 
of seeing a wan eat a square meal after a fast 
of a month anda half. Griscom adheres to his 
purpose of limiting his first meal—which will 
be distributed throughout the afternoon— 
to milk, toast, .strawberries, bhuckleberries, 
peaches, bread and butter, coffee, and, 
for dessert, a little cheese, raisins, and 
pickled oysters. He also scorns to order 
either an undertaker or a physician 
with a stomach-pump. He was down in tho

The * be showed the reporter was quite 
aimpie. It consisted of a glass slide. on which 
were ruled —— whose sides measured one- 
tenthof aillimetre, or 1-20thof an inch. Inthe 
centre of the slide isa brass cell, one-fifth of a 
millimetre in depth. In this cell is placed a 
drop of the diluted blood, consisting of one part 
of blood in 200 parts of the diluting fluid, which, 
in this case, isa saline solution of 1,02 specific 
gravity. The liquid blocks, which are then observ- 
ublo under the microseope, measure one-tenth of 


millimetre on the sides and one-fifth of a milli-. 


Each, therefore, has a eapacity 
of 1-0th of a millimetre. By counting the 
contents of the blocks, and muitiplying by 
10,000, the number of corpuscles, usually 5,000,- 
000 in the cuble millimetre, is reached,

THE RAILROADS. 


NEW DEPOT FOR CINCINNATI. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trioune. 

CINCINNATI, O., July 10.—The plans are now 
perfected, and have been given to the press, for 
the new Union Railroad Depot, which is to be 
built upon the ground belonging to the “Big 
Four” at the corner of Central avenue and 
Third streets. The building will have a frontage 
on Central avenue of 233 teet; on Third street 
the frontage will reach to Smith street. On 
the corner of Third street and Central avenue 
an office building, 8x9, and six stories 
high, will be located. This will be 
surmounted by a tower 135 feet 
in hight. From the main building west on Third 
treet the passenger, baggage, and express 
buildings will extend, aitogether 500 feet in 
length. Each of the several departments will 
be constructed on a liberal scale, including 
every improvement for the comfort and safety 
Of the traveling public. About 350 feet of this 
portuon of the building will set back from Third 
ftreet about thirty feet from the inside of the 


walk. This will be the general ingress and 
‘egress for passengers, and will be cov- 
ered with a light frame canopy, so that 


passengers’ can be protected from storms or. 
jrom the mciting sun. Beyond this Wo feet the 
same driveway will be continued for the benetit 
of the eo baggage delivery and receivery not under 
cover e biildings on Third street will be 
three stories high and forty feet wide. The 
baggage building will be 200 teet long and two 
stories high. On Central avenue, south of the 


main office building, there will be a receding 
‘space 100 fect back from Central avenue and 143 


feet on Central avenue for ‘buses, backs, etc., to 
stand under cover, and so graded that 
they can drive down to the. platforms, passen- 
gers or baggage. The sheds covering the plat- 
forms will be for ten tracks wide and about 700 
feet long, affording ampie room for five differ- 
ent roads of two tracks each, together with all 
other conveniences that the several roads may 
desire. The general design of the buildings 
will be treated in the modern Queen Anne 
style. All in all the new project promises to 
overshadow, in point of style and general ac- 
commodation, any similar structure in this 
country. The material will be of stone 
for the lover or ground story, and 
St. Louis pressed brick and stone trimmings 
for the walls above, quite artistically inter- 
spersed with black brick and terra cotta trim- 
mings. The entire cost of the enterprise: will 
bein round numbers $1,000,000, of which the 
buildings and track platforms will be about haif 
the whole cost.

THE ST. LOUIS WAN. 

Sr. Lovis. July 9. -At a meeting of the freight 
agents of all railroads running east held at the 
office of the Wabash Road to-day, the question 
of lower freight rates was fully discussed, and 
the following resolutions, offered by General 
Manager Gault, of the Wabash Koad, who pre- 
sided over the mecting, were adopted: 

First—That a reduction of rates in this market 
was first made by the agents of the fast freight 
lines, and that we believe that said tast freight 
line agents were $0 instructed by the managers 
of the Eastern trunk lines.

AN INTERNATIONAL VIEW. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, July *.—One view there is of the at - 
tempt upon the President's life which does not 
appear as soon as the obvious comments of the 
first day after the attempted assasination. But 
it isa view which grows clearer the longer the 
mental eye is held to it. All citizens of the 
United States know by this time how. keen and 
lively was the sympathy for President Garfield 
manifested all over the country; all know how 
prompt and emphatie was the condemnation of 
Guiteau. All America was in suspense and 
anxiety. But the sume was true of European 
countries, especially England. Crowned beads 
all over the world sent their inquiries and prot- 
fered their sympathy. But America is a Nation 
among nations. President Garfield is its head. 
It is natural that other national beads, both out 
of national courtesy and real solicitude, should 
send dispatches to Washington. Not on that do 
we lay emphasis. it is the popular 
concern which we wish to bring to the attention 
of Americans. lu the European cities, the 
crowds gathered before the newspaper bulletins, 
eager to learn of the fate of the 22 Pres- 
ident. It was not the mere curiosity which 
secks the details of a ghastly crime. Curiosity 
does not weep. Nor were the regrets those for. 
the evident untimely end of a man admirable 


or his great powers and lovable for his great 


heart. It was for Gartield as the American 
President, the head of the Republic whose lio- 
erty so many of them hope to enjoy, where so 
many of their near and dear ones live, that the 
tears were she 

No other event thana great National calamity 
could have drawn out this expression of great 
interest in this Western Nation, nor have shown 
how sincerely the popular heart abroad wishes 
us God-speed. Because of this event America 
and her European sympathizers are nearer to- 
day than ever. We Know better how they feel 
toward us. Their own demonstrations and 
quickened sympathies bave shown to them that 
their interest in the one great Republic, where 
the people rule. is stronger than they have per- 
hapsever suspected before. It will be easier 
hereafter to think of them as friends, for they 
bave.shown themselves friendly, and this should 
be a real forward step in that growing interna- 
tional comity which is so marked a feature of 
world history in the past hundred vears. 

Now, for the view of the attempted assasina- 
tion: mentioned above. Restrictive laws be- 
tween the States of our Union are forbidden by 
our Constitution. Trade barriers cannot be 
erected between States. The logical applica- 
tion of thé protective system woudd lead every 
State to putacordon of custom-house ers 
dioug its boundary lines and keep out, under 

nalty of a high tariff, all commodities compet- 

with its local manufactured or agricultural 
roducts. But even our stanchest pro- 
ectionists say; “No, we are a Nation. 
We are one people, and each should have the 
advantage of the products of the National ter- 
ritory. As for the foreigners, let them shift for 
theuiselves.

Guiteau Repudiated—A * Howl 


at the Authority Conferred on the. 


President. 

The main section of the Soctalistié Labor 
party held a meeting at No. 54 West Lake street 
yesterday afternoon, with O. A. Bishopin the 
chair, supported by his wife, and George Sloan 
acting as Secretary. The following resojutions, 
introduced by T. J. Morgan, were adopted after 
much discussion: 

WHEREAS, Many efforts bave been made,du 
the recent excitement caused by the attempt 
assasination of James A. Gartield, to cast dis- 
credit 5 * and prejudice the public mind 
against the principle of Socialism, by the asser- 
tion that the assasin's action was the legitimate 
result of his connection with the Solialistic 
party of this city, and the acceptance by him of 
the principles we ‘advocate; and, 

WHEREAS, It is our duty to refute the false- 
hood, and piace ourselves squarely on record in 
regard to this attempted murder; therefore, 

rena ved. That we, the members of the Social- 
istic Labor party. denunciate as false and ma- 
licious all statements connecting Guiteau in any 
way with this Organization, and we here declare 
that the 1 of our belief in the princi- 
ples of Socialism acts not as an incentive to 
murder or wrongdoing, but creates and culti- 
vates a higher estimute of the value of human 
life, equity, and the duty of man and society to 
conserve both; bence we regret the attempt 
upon the life of James A. Gartield, as we repro- 
bate such attempts upon the life of any human 
being, no matter how conspicuous or obscure 
the individun! may be; 

Resolved, That iu our opinion the responsibility 
of this act of Guiteau’s rests not upon the ec- 
centricity of the individual or upon the social or 

litical associations with which he connected 

imseif, but is the natural result of the false 
and destructive social and political system upon 
which society is based; that in the face of the 
democratic sentiments of the founders of this 
Republic, so ably set forth in the Declaration of 
Independence, elevates every four years a single 
individual to a hight, socially and politically, so 
far above the people as to make him the pt 
of the Czars, Emperors, and Kings of the Old 
World, whe claim divine physical and mental 
attributes suited to their exalted positions; en- 
dows him with the autocratic power of the veto; 
to change the entire personnel of the adminis- 
trative Government, and to make each Govern- 
ment employé a social and political tool to be 
used for or against the people as he wills; to 
change the financial affairs of the country, to 
affect as he pieasesthe commercial and indus- 
trial interests of fitty millions of people; gives 
to him the powcr to manipulate the army, navy, 
Post-Otfice, Treasury, Custom- House, Indian 
Bureau, and our relations with foreign nations; 
makes hin the centre around which gather the 
Vanderbilts, Goulds, and every ring of pluuder- 
ers, who fatten upon the earnings of the people; 
makes bim the irresponsible dispenser of a hun- 
dred thousand gifts; makes bim a demi-god, 
surrounded by a Wr sycophants who 
smile, frown, and hate turns, a monstrous 
social and political“ oid} fan of the Sea.“ whose 
existeuce is an incumbrance and constant dan- 
ger to the progress and liberty of the »ple, 
and whose accidental or illigitimate individual 
destruction imperils the Nation's life oy the 
efforts of unscrupulous men to secure the va- 
cant seat of power; and 

Resolved, That we hope that this attempted 
assasination will call the people's attention to 
the dangerous power invested in the President 
of this Republic, and that it will lead to the 
speedy abolition of that office, and also of the 
United States Senate, which is but little less 
pernicious and dangerous, and equally un- 
democratic and absurd.
